Continuous Ovation Is 
Extended President 
By Street Crowds 


(Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Dee. 7—President Tool- 
idge addressing an audience made 
up largely of dirt farmers today out­ 
lined a program of agriculture relief, 
much of it to be undertaken by the 
farmers themselves, part of it a leg­ 
islative suggestion to the new con* 
gress, which, at the hour, was con- 
vening in Washington, 1,000 miles 
away. 
« 
Of the opinion that despite present 
embarrassment, agriculture 
as 
a 
whole, should load industry in fu­ 
ture prosperity, he advocated govern­ 
ment assistance to the co-operative 
marketing movement. 
He opposed tampering with the 
tariff with any intention of 
aiding 
the farmer and, condemned proposals 
which would bring the government 
into the field of buying and selling 
farm products, or fixing price*. 
The address was delivered before 
the seventh annual convention of the 
American Farrti Burau Federation. 
Later the President attended 
a 
luncheon tendered him by federation 
officials^going from that to his spc* 
cial train for a hurried^return 
to Washington. 
He is due back a* 
the white house tomorrow and later 
in the day expects to transmit his 
message to congress. 
During his five hour stay here, the 
president was given a continued ova­ 
tion. Crowds cheered him as he pass- 
ed through the congested loop dis­ 
trict in an open automobile, with 
Mrs. Coolidge at his side. 
The convention audience, overflow­ 
ing the Hotel Sherman ballroom, ap­ 
plauded striking points of the execu­ 
tive’s message to the farmers.
